Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, — 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1950. 

It  is  interesting  to  review  some  of  the  vital  statistics  for 
the  first  half  of  this  century  : 

Population  (See  Graph  ;A?) 

The  lowest  estimated  population  was  in  1918  at  37,375. 

The  highest  estimated  population  was  in  1904  at  50,192. 

There  was  a marked  and  steady  decrease  in  population 
after  the  first  ten  years  of  this  century  to  reach  the  lowest 
limit  in  1918,  following  which  there  was  a gradual  increase  to 
reach  a figure  of  approximately  44,000  in  1929.  This  again 
was  followed  by  a gradual  decrease  to  reach  the  next  lowest 
figure  of  39,860  in  1939.  This  increased  for  a couple  pf  years 
to  reach  a population  of  44,860  in  1941,  and  then  decreased 
to  38,2S0  in '1947,  since  when  there  has  been  a small  increase 
to  40,543  this  year. 

, On  the  whole  there  has  been  a decrease  in  the  population 
from  approximately  50,000  to  approximately  40,500,  or  a de- 
crease of  9,500  in  fifty  years. 

Births  (See  Graph  'B') 

The  highest  birth  rate  was  25.5  in  1901.  This  gradually 
decreased  to  17.2  in  1910,  and  with  slight  variations,  notably 
from  14.8  in ',1917  to  21.35  in  1920,  it  gradually  decreased  to 
almost  a half  of  the  1901  figure  to  12.84  in  1936,  since  when 
there  has  been  a gradual  increase  to  17.63  in  19 17  followed  by 
a decrease  to  13.20  this  year. 
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Infant  Mortality  Rate  (See  Graph  *C') 

Of  all  the  statistical  data  this  one  shows  the  most  marked 
improvement  in  the  saving  of  life.  During  the  first  ten  years 
of  this  century  it, was  only  twice  under  100,  and  in  1905  it 
reached  the  astounding  figure  of  15*2.  Thus  out  of  every  1000 
live  children  born  that  year,  15*2  died.  The  iniant  mortality 
rate  since  then  has  gradually  decreased  with  variations,  to 
the  record  low  figure  of  3*2.15  in  1919 — well  below  a quarter 
of  the  figure  in  1905.  This  year  there  was  a slight  increase  to 
33.64. 

Maternal  Mortality  Rate  (See  Graph  *D') 

Records  are  available  only  from  1911.  The  highest  re- 
corded rateiwas  1*2.3  in  1913,  and  again  in  1934.  The  first 
yaer  where  no  maternal  deaths  were  recorded  was  in  1940, 
since  when  there  have  been  three  other  years,  viz.  : 1945, 
1948  and  1919  with  a similar  record.  The  average  maternity 
mortality  rate  for  the  past  ten  years  is  less  than  a third  of  the 
average  over  the  ten  years  1911-19*20  inclusive. 

Infectious  Diseases 

Scarlet  '.Fever. — The  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  the  first 
few  years  of  the  century  was  very  high  in  comparison  with 
recent  years.  It  reached  its  maximum  in  1909  when  there 
were  530  cases  and  11  deaths.  During  1950  there  were  40 
cases  notified,  while  there  were  no  cases  in  the  previous  two 
years.  The  last  fatal  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  in  1944. 

Diphtheria. — The  highest  incidence  of  diphtheria  occurred 
in  19*27  when  *240  cases  were  notified  and  there  were  .9  deaths. 
The  most  severe  outbreak  was  in  1906  when  out  of  157  noti- 
fied cases,  18  were  fatal.  The  last  fatal  diphtheria  case  was 
in  1946  and  the  last  notified  case  was  in  1947  when  there  were 
10  cases  notified.  There  is  no  doubt  that  diphtheria  immun- 
isation has  been  responsible  for  this  decline  in  incidence,  or 
one  might  almost  say,  for  eliminating  diphtheria,  in  a similar 
way  as  small-pox  has  been  reduced  by  cowpox  vaccination. 

Enteric  Fever  (Typhoid).— The  year  with  the  highest  in- 
cidence was  in  1904  when  11  cases  were  notified  and  there 
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were  two  fatal  cases.  The  last  case  notified  in  this  County 
was  in  1919. 

Tuberculosis  (See  Graph  ’E") 

This  disease  became  compulsorily  notifiable  in  1912  when 
132  cases  were  notified.  During  the  first  ten  years  when  this 
disease  became  notifiable,  viz.  : 1912-1921  inclusive,  the 

average  number  notified  per  annum  was  approximately  1 10. 

During  the  past  ten  years  the  average  number  notified  per 
annum  was  82,  approximately. 

The  average  number  of  deaths  for  the  period  1912  to  1921 
inclusive  from  (a)  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  6S.0.  (b)  non- 

pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  16.  The  average  number  of 
deaths  ifor  the  past  ten  years  from  (a)  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
was  31 ; (b)  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  3.

Thus  the  average  number  of  deaths  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  for  the  past  ten  years  is  less  than  half  the  aver- 
age for  a similar  period  less  than  half  a century  ago.  for 
similar  periods  the  average  number  of  deaths  from  non- 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  less  than  a fifth. 

It  will  be  seen  {that  as  far  as  infectious  diseases  are  con- 
been  a similar  improvement  in  reducing  both  infant  and 
maternal  deaths.  On  considering  the  number  of  births  and 
cerned,  there  has  been  a marked  improvement.  There  has  i 
deaths  over  the  first ,-ten  years  of  the  century,  viz.:  1901  to 
1910  inclusive  there  is  a total  excess  of  births  over  deaths  o 
2,920,  or  an  average  of  292  per  annum,  while  during  the  past . 
ten  years,  viz. : 1941  to  1950,  the  total  excess  of  births  over 
deaths  is  94,  or  an  average  of  9.4  per  annum. 

It  appears  from  the  steady  decrease  in  population  that 
emigration  has  been  in  progress  over  a number  of  years.- 
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Probably'  economic  factors  are  mainly  responsible  fot  such 
emigration.  Local  authorities  can  assist  in  checking  such 
emigrations  by  building  more  houses,  and  giving  every  sup- 
port and  encouragement  to  local  industries  and  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  new  industries.  When  one  realises  that  less  than 
300  new  houses  have  been  erected  throughout  the  whole 
County  during  the  period  1043  to  1030  inclusive,  an  average 
of  approximately  ten  per  district  per  annum,  one  cannot 
wonder  why  people- do  not  remain  in  the  County  even  if  work 
was  available.  The  largest  Urban  District  Council  within  the 
County,  namely  Ffestiniog  Urban  District  Council,  is  far  be- 
hind most  of  the  District  Councils  in  this  matter,  and,  con- 
sidering the  number  of  unsatisfactory  houses  that  must  be  in 
this  district,  the  need  is  great.  The  increase  in  recent  loan 
charges  has  added  another  problem  to  this  question,  as  the 
rent  of  future  Council  houses  will  be  more  than  ordinary- 
working  men  will  be  able  to  afford  in  years  to  come. 

I take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
County'  Council,  and  especially  the  Chairman  and  member*, 
of  the  Health  and  Care  Committees,  for  their  support. 

I am  also  grateful  for  the  kind  co-operation  of  my 
colleagues  in  the  other  departments  of  the  County'  Council,  as 
well  as  to  all  members  of  mv  staff,  including  the  Nursing 
Staff.  ' 

I pay  tribute  to  the  work  done  by  the  General  Practition- 
ers within  the  County,  and  to  the  voluntary  helpers  <at  our 
Clinics,  without  whose  assistance  the  service  would  suffer.

Laboratory  Facilities  : 

The  laboratories  at  Aberystwyth  and  Conway  provided  all 
the  necessary  services  for  bacteriological  examinations  of  swabs, 
water  supplies,  milk  supplies,  etc.  While  the  laboratories  provide 
excellent  services  which  are  free,  it  is  found  rather  expensive  to 
get  certain  samples  to  the  laboratories  which  have  to  be  there 
within  a certain  time  of  taking,  such  as,  milk  samples. 


Ambulance  : 

The  ambulance  service  continued  to  provide  satisfactory 
service.  No  additional  ambulance  stations  were  established 
during  the  year  so  that  the  same  general  arrangements  continued 
throughout  the  year  as  in  the  past  year. 

The  public  became  more  conscious  of  the  type  of  cases  for  which 
this  service  caters  and  I am  grateful  to  those  general  practitioners 
who  gave  their  support  in  this  matter. 


During  the  year,  1,403  patients  were  conveyed  by  ambulance 
only,  involving  a total  mileage  of  61,091  an  average  of  approxi- 
mately 43.47  miles  per  patient. 

4,491  patients  ivere  conveyed  in  “ Sitting  Case  ” cars,  involving 
a total  mileage  of  203,847,  an  average  of  approximately  45.39 
miles  per  patient. 

On  1st  January,  1951,  an  Ambulance  Officer  was  appointed 
and  a central  control  station  established  at  Dolgelley.  ‘

Nursing  in  the  Homes , Midwifery  and  Health  Visiting  : 

The  County  is  divided  into  Nursing  ” areas  each  of  which  is 
served  by  a nurse,  or  more  than  one,  in  three  of  the  more  Urban 
Areas.  Each  Nurse  carries  out  the  duties  of  District  Nursing, 
Midwifery  and  Health  \ isiting.  Each  Nurse  has  a car  though 
there  is  great  difficulty  in  replacing  old  cars  which  interferes 
with  the  efficiency  of  the  service. 

Nurses  are  encouraged  to  attend  training  courses,  especially 
for  Health  \ isiting,  the  Council  providing  a scholarship  for  such 
courses. 

During  the  year  three  Nurses  obtained  their  Health  Visitor’s 
Certificate  and  three  attended  the  course. 

Hospital  for  Infectious  Cases  : 

c hospitals  f°r  infectious  cases  were  under  the  jurisdiction 
ot  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  there  was  no  difficulty  in 
* , admission  of  infectious  cases  as  there  were  very  few  needino- 
Emission.  The  Board  has  not  proceeded  to  take  over  the  Llan°- 
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en'rvn.  Military  Hospital  and  it  is  possible  that  the  Board  will  not 
proceed  to  acquire  it.  Thus  all  infectious  cases  occurring  in  this 
Countv  will  have  to  be  taken  to  hospitals  outside  the  County  for 
the  time  being.  It  is  possible  to  add  to  a hospital  or  hospitals 
within  the  County  so  as  to  provide  accommodation  for  a limited 
number  of  infectious  cases. 


Venereal  Diseases  : 

Patients  suffering  from  venereal  disease  were  treated  by  an 
Officer  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  Clinics  were  held  within 
the  County  at  the  hospitals.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  Ffestiniog  Urban  District  Council  has 
made  verv  slow  progress  and  there  is  urgent  need  for  houses  in 
this  district  as  there  are  numerous  houses  inhabited  which  are 
unfit  for  human  habitation.  It  is  realised  that  it  may  be  difficult 
to  find  suitable  sites  in  this  area,  but  the  need  is  great.  Ten  houses 
were  built  by  the  Authority  in  1947  and  194S,  but  none  before 
1947,  and  none  were  completed  from  194S  to  the  end  of  19o0.  fl 
Due  to  the  more  Rural  aspect  of  Penllyn  there  has  not  been  such  » 
a demand  for  houses,  though  it  is  understood  that  new  houses  ate 
required  in  this  district.

Barmouth  Council  has  huilt  Council  houses  during  this  period 
for  the  first  time  in  its  history,  and  while  the  Council  has  done  well 
during  the  past  four  years  there  are  numerous  houses  still  occupied 
in  this  town  which  are  far  below  decent  standards.  The  same 
applies  to  some  extent  to  the  other  districts  and  it  is  hoped  that 
economical  conditions  will  so  improve  that  the  Ministry  of  Health 
can  give  every  encouragement  to  the  District  Councils  to  proceed 
with  this  good  work.  Unless  the  home  conditions  are  satisfactory 
it  will  be  very  difficult  to  reach  the  goal  of  good  health.

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SOCIAL  WELFARE 

Care  of  neglected  children  was  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Children’s  Officer  who  is  also  the  Welfare  Officer  responsible  for 
the  care  of  the  aged,  blind  and  handicapped  persons.  There  was 
close  co-operation  between  these  departments  and  the  Health 
Department. 

No  action  was  taken  by  the  County  Health  Department  for 
removal  of  persons  under  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance 
Act,  194S. 

MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

Monthly  clinics  were  continued  at  Dolgelley,  by  arrangements 
with  the  Management  Committee  of  the  North  Wales  Hospital 
for  Mental  and  Nervous  Disorders.  A Psychiatrist,  a Psychologist 
and  a Psychiatric  Social  Worker  attended  the  clinics. 

Mental  Defectives,  not  in  institutions,  or  on  licence,  are  visited 
periodically  by  Health  Visitors  or  Psychiatric  Social  Workers. 
No  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  training  of  Mental  Healtli 
Workers.

A new  Centre  was  established  at  Abergynolwyn  during  the 
year  which  was  under  the  medical  suj^ervision  of  the  Assistant 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.

During  the  year  a survey  of  children  in  Senior  Schools  was 
•carried  out  by  the  Chest  Physician.  741  children  were  Mantoux 
tested  of  which  440  were  Negative  and  298  Positive,  three  being 
absent  from  school  on  day  of  reading  the  test. 

Of  the  440  Negatives,  399  were  vaccinated  resulting  in  270 
becoming  positive  and  43  remaining  negative,  the  remaining  80 
being  absent  for  re-testing.  Thus  80%  became  positive  on 
■vaccination.
